SAVINI! *4,000,000 A DAV 


S e n a t o r F r a n k TF W i l l i s of Ohio, in a recent address in 
New York, pointed out that the application of business methods 
to tilt* various departments of the Federal government has resulted 
in a saving of more than $4,000,000 a day. 
“More business in 
government is getting results,” he declared. 
The expenditures for the first nine months of the present fiscal 
year to March 31, 1022, amounted to $2,904,037,946. 
Pro-rated 
over the entire year this indicates that the government is well 
within the sum of $3,968,000,000, which was estimated in Decem­ 
ber, 1921, as the amount necessary to carry through the year. Ac­ 
cording to these figures ours is the only important government in 
the world that is actually living within its income and paying its 
debts. 
The expenditure of $3,968,000,000 for the year represents 
not only a decrease of $582,000,000 from the estimates of the 
amount necessary made by the various departments at the begin­ 
ning of the year, but it also represents a decrease of more than 
$1,500,000,000 from the actual expenditures of the year 1921, 
which, as Senator Willis says, “represents the actual saving of 
more than $4,000,000 per day, $160,000 every hour, or more than 
$2,500 every minute of every hour for every day in the year." 
The government is now being run according to business prin­ 
ciples, in the interest of efficiency, economy, and better service 
generally, even though such a program may be denounced by bu­ 
reaucratic partisans when its requires cutting off the payroll of 
2,000 inefficient persons per week, as was recently done in Wash­ 
ington “for the good of the service.”

“FREEDOM OF THE SF K S ” 


O ne of the famous fourteen points advanced by President 
Wilson to prevent a recurrence of the World War was his demand 
for tho “freedom of the seas.” 
But e v i d e n t l y upon his arrival in 
Europe he decided to “forget it,” since with the League of Nations 
in operation, there would be no neutrals if war broke out, and that 
point would .have ii oparticular significance. However, the League 
of Nations has been in existence now for more than two years, and 
has not prevented wars, and now the “freedom of the seas” again 
becomes a vital question with European nation's. 
For instance, Greece and Turkey are contesting for posses­ 
sion of territory and Italy complains that Greece has been seizing 
her ships, and demand is made at Home that the problem of the 
Near East be solved in order that the commerce of the Mediterra­ 
nean countries may be freed from molestation. 
The League of 
Nations, however, is keeping its hands off because it does not suit 
Great Britain and France to have a settlement, though it is the 
League’s business to act. 
Protection of members’ rights is the 
business of the League, but it does nothing to insure Italy’s free­ 
dom from interference by Greece because Great 
Britain and 
France will not permit it. 
This is only one of the many reasons why the League of Na­ 
tions, as an instrument for the preservation of peace through the 
promotion of .justice, is looked upon as a veritable sham by con­ 
servative people in Europe as well as in this country.

tion was required to stop it and drastic action was taken.”

admits that lie isn’t much of a speak­ 
er, so lie expected to “say it with 
pictures.” 
A movie firm made snapshot pic­ 
tures of the work being done along 
the Missouri and Mr. Woods brought 
them to Washington to show the com ­ 
mittees what the farmers of Nebraska, 
Iowa. Missouri and South Dakota are 
doing i" control the Mi: nun. 
I he;, 
have not asked for a cent of federal 
money, hut are doing the work them­ 
selves and intend to continue doing ll. 
Experts Convinced. 
Mr. Woods told the committees that 
It could la* done elsewhere. 
In fact, 
railroads arc using it to protect their 
bridges in the Miami valley of Ohio; 
It Is also to he used in the harbor im­ 
provements at .Jamaica hay. 
Senator 
Wesley 
L. 
Jones 
(Hep., 
Wash.), chairman of the senate com­ 
merce committee says the Woods plait 
will solve a problem that has been 
costing tho nation millions of dollars 
annually. 
Senator 
Randall 
(Dem.. 
Louisiana), nlso was enthusiastic over 
it. 
Gen. John J. Pershing recently 
spent an entire day watching the in 
stall ut ion of the new type of protec­ 
tion works on the Missouri and lie 
said he knew of no g r e a t e r piece of 
reconstruct ion along tin* Missouri. 
The plan is now being used on the 
Sacramento river 
in < alite! ilia 
and 
soon will he extended to the Brazos 
and Rio Grande rivers in Texas and 
to the Black river and to tin* lied 
river of the North. 
The Missouri river long has been 
a vexing problem. 
The government 
sent an engineer out to look it over. 
For three years he camped along the 
stream and watched its actions. 
In 
those three years, lie reported, It ate 
away between

Louis 10JM0 acres of tho richest land 
in that fertile valley and leis taken 
additional property tolls of millions 
from towns, cities and railroads along 
its hanks. 
The 
government 
has 
spent 
some 
money in the old style rock revet­ 
ments, which have proved unsatisfae 
tory, for that system was very costly 
and was by no means poi million!. 
The Hydraulic Pile. 
Two or three years ago Mr. Woods 
bought a farm of d.000 acres In Ne 
braska. 
When he went out to look it 
over 
he 
found 
the 
Missouri 
river 
munching it off at about Hie rate ot 
eight rods a day. 
Ile thought he need­ 
ed the land worse than the Missouri 
river needed it, lo* told the senate 
commerce committee, and so fie bo­ 
gan to figure out a way to keep it. 
l i e heard of a man who had invented 
a 
hydraulic 
pile, 
which, 
it 
was 
claimed, could be driven to bedrock. 
The rock revetments had been quick 
Iv 
washed 
out 
and 
obviously 
the 
tiling to do was to find something that 
could he sunk below any possible dan­ 
ger pf a scour. 
Mr. Woods hunted up 
the man, investigated his invention 
and made arrangements to give it a 
trial. 
Woods then purchased the neces­ 
sary equipment and hydraulically sunk 
the piles to bedrock. 
To each pile 
w as attached six cables, each an Inch 
in diameter, and to these cables were 
attached forest trees. 
In the ordinary 
retard, IOO feet long. four piles are 
used, and from HOO to KH) trees of the 
unmerchantable 
type 
found 
along 
many streams in the country. 
These 
trees w ere made to form a hrushplle 
lying at 
right 
angles to the hank 
from the bottom of the river to the 
top, and securely held in place by tin* 
piles. 
Doesn’t Deflect the Current. 
This method does not deflect the 
current, but simply retards it. caus­ 
ing it to unload the sand and silt 
that tim w ater is carrying. 
In a short 
time the retard forms a sand-bar along 
the cutting hank. 
As Tin* trees do not 
rot under water the river can never 
cut at tiiis particular phme again. 
On 
the Missouri it has ’ **en shown that 
a series of these retards will protect 
any bend in the river from further 
erosion. 
Twenty-four hours after Mr. Woods 
had put In his retard the cutting 
along his land w as tilling hack. 
Day 
by day the Missouri poured its silt 
on the retard, building tile land up 
again, and it Is now being farmed. , 
This triumph over t
